To have the fair it will require 
the co-operation and help of every¬ 
one who is interested. There is 
not much time if the thing is go¬ 
ing to be done in a proper and 
businesslike manner, and farmers 
and others who want to join the 
society are urged to enroll them¬ 
selves on the membership roll either 
before or on Saturday, August 8th, 
when the first general meeting will 
be held. The initial fee to join is 
$1 , andpno one need wait until the 
day of the meeting to join, they 
can do so at once by applying to 
tbe seStftsfy" Mr. Jit.-W, Glover, 
who will readily give any informa¬ 
tion regarding the society. If,, 
however, it is impossible for any¬ 
one to enroll before then, the sec¬ 
retary will be at the Masonic Hall 
ofi Saturday, August 8th, one hour 
before the meeting is called for the 
purpose of enrolling any who wish 
to become members.

i being mailed to everyone in the 
district and it is expected that the 
number of present members, 62, 
will readily jump to ten times that 
number.

Dear Sir,—On Saturday, July 
4th, a meeting of the business men 
and farmers of Vulcan and district 
was held in the Masonic Hall for 
the purpose of forming an agricul¬ 
tural society, and it Was then de¬ 
cided to petition the Department 
of Agriculture, Edmonton, in order 
to have an Agricultural Society in 
Vulcan. 

The department has since issued 
authorization of the formation of 
the agricultural society. It is de¬ 
sirable to have all interested per¬ 
sons connected with the society. 

The initial fee is $1, and on pay¬ 
ment of this sum anyone over the 
age- of twenty-one may become a 
member. The amount of the 
annual subscription is fixed at the 
first annual meeting, which will be 
held in the Masonic Hall on Satur¬ 
day, August 8th, at two o’clock in

Qulek and Easy Method of Rspa'rlng 
Them at Home / 

Pots and pana, whether of iron or 
tip (which la only Iron tinned over), 
get holes in their bottoms ail Uo 
soon to ajlease the economical home- 
keeper The:- It becomes necessary to 
call In the tlnamltby who puts a lump 
of adder In the hole. This soon tpelts, 
and the bole la there again, i 

But nothing la easier than lo repair 
such holes at home and without the 
aid of a tinsmith. First of all make 
the hole round by Inserting the point 
of a knife and twisting It back and 
.forth: Place the pot-or pan upon any 
Arm, flat piece of metal, such as an 
anvil, a bar of Iron or an Inverted flat¬ 
iron, so that the u ole Is iinfnedlateiy 
over and touchlug the latter. 'In the 
middle of-the hcle place a. shot of 
about the size of the hole. Any piece of 
lead will serve If the shot is not 
handy. Now a few. sharp blows with a 
hammer will flatten tfie shot and 
spread it out, fllllpg the hole tightly 
and overlapping enough to hold It in 
place. A few strokes with a tile and 
a rub with sandpaper complete the 
operation. The repair Is permanent. . 

It Is said that a hole as large as a 
quarter of an inch in diameter can be 
mended lr. this way-—St. Louis Post- 
Dispatch.

The connniss on of CO laenarion 
have recently ism.il h bulletin 
dealing with the army worm, warn¬ 
ing farmers to be on the lookout 
for this en-my of the crops, as it 
has already dona much damage. 

The army w rot. when full 
grown, is about one n-ul a half 
inches loti', and is strip*d with 
black, yel ow and gteen. It re 
sembles the cut worm and is of a 
dinvy app 1 a ranee. 

When di-eotcd, every effort 
should be put f.irtli to keep the 
worm from crops not already 
attaokel. A deep furrow or fur¬ 
rows ploughed round the field with 
the st.ep side of the furrow next 
to.therrtp to b< protected, will 
serve as a batrorto prevent the 
worms from ge ting at the crops, 
as they are uuablu to crawT up the 
s'eep aide of the furrow. They 
can then be destroyed by means of 
a stick, or burning straw over 
them - . By thoroughly spraying 
or dusting a small portion of the 
crop with paris green, iu advance 
of the worms, and libera'ly dis¬ 
tributing poisoned firm mixed in 
the proportion of 50 lbs of bran 
and one pound of paris green with 
sufficient mo'lasses and water to 
sweeteu it, large numbers may be 
destroyed A field treated this 
way, however, must net be pastur¬ 
ed until Hfter it h«s been washed 
with rain.

MAKES AEROPLANE8 SAFE 


Stabilizing Machine Will Prevent Air 
Accidents 

Striking demonstrations of a stabil-j 
izlng device fo.- aeroplanes were made 
at Bezons, near Paris, by two Ameri¬ 
cans, Sperry and his son. The device 
which Weighs only forty pounds end 
measures some eighteen inches across 
and twelve inchec high, is based on a 
quadruple gyroscope driven by elec¬ 
tric power generate*! by the engines of 
the aeroplane.

T HE sole bead of a family, or any 
mile over 18 years old, may home¬ 
stead a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitobu. Baskatrh 
ewan or Alberta. '£he applicant must 
appear in person at the Dominion Lands 
Agency or Sub-Agency for the District. 
Entry by proxy may be made at the 
office of any Local Agent of Dominion 
Lands (not sub-agent), on certain con¬ 
ditions. 

Duties—e)ix months residence upon 
and cultivation.of the land in each of 
three years. A' homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity.
